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RESIDENTS are being given the chance 
to help shape the future of council- 
funded services across the town. 

As Harlow Council faces up to difficult 
financial decisions as a result of cuts in 
Government grants, it has launched a 
major public consultation on which 
services it should provide and which it 
should cut. 

The results of the consultation, along 
with a raft of other measures, will help 
in the preparation of the 2015/16 budg¬ 
et. 

The authority funds both discretionary 
services - those which it is not legally 
obliged to provide - and statutory services

which are required by law. 
Paddling pools, The Play¬ 
house theatre and Pets’ 
Corner - which this year cost 
the taxpayer £1.09m - are 
among the services which 
could be cut. 

Recycling costs top £1.4m, 
while £530,000 is given to local 
voluntary and charity organisa¬ 
tions and £350,000 is spent on tackling anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said there 
were no easy decisions. For example, scrap¬ 
ping recycling services would incur financial 
penalties. 

“When looking at our budget choices I 
believe the fairest thing to do is to give every- 
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one the opportunity to have their say and 
take part,” he said. 

Conservative opposition leader Andrew 
Johnson warned: “If there is going to be con¬ 
sultation on the budget, which is the right 
thing to do, then it should be more compre¬ 
hensive.” 

And Conservative deputy leader Cllr Joel 
Charles added: “I am deeply concerned that 
Labour-run Harlow Council is planning to 
increase council tax for a third year. There are 
also questions over the long-term future of 
our community services. 

“I fear that the Labour Party will attempt to 
use this consultation to justify further coun¬ 
cil tax increases and cuts to popular services.”

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Councillors to get 
tablets to save on 
costs of printing 


TABLET computers will be given to all 
councillors in a bid to reduce the cost of 
printing and distributing council papers. 

The Labour-run council say the 
equipment is being supplied as part of an 
on-going contract with 02 at no additional 
cost, although it is spending £48,500 on IT 
equipment and software to meet 
Government security requirements. 

But the move has been criticised by the 
Conservative opposition, who say tablets 
are not designed to handle large numbers 
of documents and could lead to members 
not being properly prepared for meetings. 

Conservative group leader Cllr Andrew 
Johnson said: “Tablets can be very useful 
for some activities but not for handling 
large numbers of documents, being able to 
annotate them, store them or cross 
reference to other papers. 

“I have serious concerns that members of 
planning committee will not be able to 
adequately prepare for meetings, with 
complex maps and plans only visible on a 
tiny screen. The same goes for trying to 
analyse large financial spreadsheets. Where 
has the consultation been on this issue? 

Has it really been thought through 
properly?” 

The council prints more than 160,000 
pieces of paper every year. By providing 
tablets it estimates it will save £32,000 a 
year on printing costs, despite continuing to 
provide paper copies of agendas and 
reports to members of the public and press. 

Council leader Jon Clempner said: “Due 
to Government security rules, IT equipment 
which had come to the end of its life has to 
be upgraded. The cheapest way of doing 
this was to issue tablets rather than buy 
new laptops. 

“For councillors this will also enable them 
to not have printed copies of reports/ 
meeting minutes, saving thousands of 
pounds in printing, paper, postage and 
energy and reducing the impact on the 
environment.”

Cllr Andrew Johnson, leader of 
the Conservative opposition on 
the council, welcomed the move 
but crticised the timing of the con¬ 
sultation. 

He said: “Labour failed to get 
round to consulting on the budget 
last year so this is an improve¬ 
ment. 

“However, I have some concerns 
that this process is being carried 
out over the summer holiday peri¬ 
od with the results, which could 
spark a very good public debate, 
not available for nearly six months. 
Why the delay?” 

The results of the consultation 
will be published along with the 
council’s 2015/16 budget proposals 
when they are announced early 
next year.

POPULAR services are at risk as 
Harlow Council looks at ways to 
plug a £5.3m budget shortfall over 
the next four years. 

The cash-strapped authority has 
this week embarked on a major 
public consultation exercise which 
will give residents the chance to 
say which services they think it 
should provide and which it should 
cut. 

Cllr Jon Clempner, leader of the 
Labour-controlled council, said: 
“We’re absolutely exploring 
every possibility but I think 
it’s important that we are 
open and transparent about 
the decisions we make.” 

Since 2011 the amount of 
money the council receives 
from the Government - 
which funds 46 per cent of 
services - has been cut by 
almost 50 per cent. This is 
expected to continue with an 
expected further reduction of 16 
per cent in 2015/16 and 10 per cent 
in 2016/17. 

The consultation includes fund¬ 
ing choices for more than 20 differ¬ 
ent services the council provides 
or pays for directly, including The 
Playhouse, Pets’ Corner and the 
town’s paddling pools. 

There are also questions on 
council tax levels and what resi¬ 
dents consider to be priorities for 
making the town a better place to 
live. 

“In the last two years the council 
has done well to minimise the 
impact on services but we want to 
be clear and open with residents 
about the financial challenges we 
face in balancing budgets now and 
in the future,” said Cllr Clempner. 

“I’m not about to make a decision 
because it’s convenient but what 
I’m interested in is what’s best for 
Harlow and what’s sustainable in 
the long term, and that includes 


looking at reserves. 

“As a council you can’t continue 
to have your grants reduced with¬ 
out any impact on services and we 
want to know what is important to 
our residents. This is the start of an 
on-going conversation with resi¬ 
dents about the decisions we will 
need to take. 

“I genuinely want to explore how 
we can engage, particularly when I 
have to make a decision that’s 
unpopular. 

“When looking at our budget 
choices I believe the fairest thing 
to do is to give everyone the oppor¬ 
tunity to have their say and take 
part.” 

Referring specifically to The 
Playhouse, he said: “It’s difficult to 
see how that could continue with¬ 
out some form of council funding.” 

Surveys have been sent to a ran¬ 
dom sample of 2,000 households 
across the town. However the con¬ 
sultation is open to everyone.

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School’s pupils 
to sit two GCSEs 
from age of 13 


PUPILS at a Harlow secondary school will sit 
ing GCSE examinations from the age of 13 
under a new structure starting in the autumn. 

Burnt Mill Academy will be introducing a new 
timetable which will see lessons extended from 
60 to 100 minutes to allow students to complete 
GCSE courses in a year. 

Qualifications in subjects including Latin and 
classical studies will also be available. 

Year 9 and 10 students at the First Avenue 
school will work to the new timetable, choosing 
two GCSE subjects to study throughout the year. 
By the end of Year 9 they will sit two GCSEs and 
will then choose a further two to study in Year 10. 

Pupils in Years 7 and 8 will continue with the 
existing lesson structure. 

Assistant headteacher Paul Williams said the 
reason behind the changes is to ensure Burnt 
Mill students can take options they enjoy study¬ 
ing without dropping core subjects. 

“There is a big emphasis nationally on students 
getting qualifications in subjects which will give 
them a good start in life,” he said. 

“This way, we can encourage them to take 
those subjects they want to give them a real 
breadth and variety without having to make a 
decision to drop a core subject such as modern 
foreign languages to study dance. 

“We feel these subjects can be as

useful in securing future careers for our young 
adults, building their confidence and personali¬ 
ties. This puts our students in a strong position 
if they have those qualifications in the bag when 
they leave at 16.” 

Mr Williams added that it was the right time to 
make the changes after Ofsted rated the school’s 
standards of teaching and learning as ‘outstand¬ 
ing’. 

He said: “The new curriculum structure cre¬ 
ates more time. It will enable students to com¬ 
plete their option GCSEs in just one year. By the 
time the traditional exam season arrives for 
them in Year 11 they will already have six quali¬ 
fications under their belts. 

“We have researched this type of structure at 
other schools. The evidence shows it is a real suc¬ 
cess to sit exams each year.” 

Headteacher Helena Mills added: “This change 
enables us to offer subjects not generally offered 
at other state schools, such as ancient history. 
This curriculum will ensure Burnt Mill students 
leave with the most prestigious subjects at GCSE. 

“A lot of hard work has gone into planning this 
curriculum and we know our students will thrive 
as a result of it.”

Demolition plan for Little Walk shops 


PLANS have been drawn up 
for the demolition of shops in 
Little Walk to allow “future 
redevelopment” of Harlow 
town centre. 

The application has been 
submitted to Harlow Council 
on behalf of Sapphire 
(Harlow) Nominee Limited. 

A statement submitted with 
the application says the dem¬ 
olition of Little Walk will help 
to “facilitate future redevel¬ 
opment” while the clearance 
of the site will “assist in the 
delivery of regeneration”. 

The shops fronting Little 
Walk in West Gate and Broad 


Walk will be retained but 
their rear walls will be weath¬ 
erproofed during the demoli¬ 
tion process. The existing 
access points will be blocked 
off with hoarding while the 
work takes place. 

Alex Wagstaff of asset man¬ 
agers Addington Capital said: 
“Since the centre was pur¬ 
chased in March 2011 we 
have invested over £4m in 
improving the Harvey Centre 
with the refurbishment of the 
interior malls, creating larger 
units and subsequently let¬ 
ting them to national retail¬ 
ers to enhance the tenant 


mix, rebranding the shop¬ 
ping centre and creating a 
new mall at first floor level in 
readiness for further works. 

“Little Walk is dated and no 
longer meets modern day 
retailer requirements. We 
have actively relocated ten¬ 
ants to elsewhere in our own¬ 
ership and have recently sub¬ 
mitted our demolition appli¬ 
cation for this area as we con¬ 
sider its long-term potential. 

“We intend to commence 
demolition as soon as we 
have consent from the coun¬ 
cil and have undertaken the 
necessary protective works.”

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Harlow a key target for Labour says Balls 



LABOUR has targeted Harlow 
as a must-win seat if it is to 
form the next government, 
shadow chancellor Ed Balls 
told supporters when he 
visited the town on Thursday. 

Mr Balls joined Harlow 
parliamentary hopeful Suzy 
Stride, Labour councillors and 
party supporters at The Garden 
of India restaurant in Bush Fair.

EXCITEMENT is building as the 
clock ticks down to the arrival of 
the Tour de France in Essex on 
Monday. 

Organisers were this week car¬ 
rying out final assessments of the 
route and making their final 
checks to ensure stage three of the 
Tour, which starts in Cambridge 
and passes through North Weald 
and Epping on its way to London, 
runs smoothly. 

The sprint section will take 
place along Epping High Street 
and car owners have been warned 
that vehicles parked in Palmers 
Hill and the High Street may need 
to be moved before 4pm the previ¬ 
ous day. 

Any vehicles left parked in either 
road could be moved if they are 
obstructing the event organisers 
from building the infrastructure 
needed for the sprint section. 

A programme of road closures 
will be in force from 8am-5pm on 
the day and a number of bus ser¬ 
vices will be affected. Full details 
are available at www.letouressex. 
com. 

Essex county councillor Ann 
Naylor, cabinet member for pub¬ 
lic health and wellbeing, said: 
“While we are making final prep¬ 
arations it is also really important 
that members of the public are 
too. I’d encourage everyone to 
ensure they know when the roads 
close in their area and how they 
will be affected. 

“Roads around the county will 
be busy and there will also be 
disruption to some public trans¬ 
port so it is really important to get 
all the information you need and 
plan ahead. 

“If you have to work on the day 
have you made arrangements to 
work at home, or if you are a busi¬ 
ness have you got your business 
continuity plan in place?” 

“The Tour de France coming to 
Essex is going to be the most 
exciting day of the year and we 


want people to make the most of 
it.” 

The West Essex Clinical Comm¬ 
issioning Group is also advising 
people in the area to consider 
their health needs ahead of the 
Tour’s arrival. 

While patients will still have 
access to GP services, they are 
also invited to check the availa¬ 
bility of their GP surgery as those 
affected by the route may be run¬ 
ning an amended schedule of 
clinics. 

Harlow GP Rob Gerlis, chairman 
of the West Essex CCG, said: 
“People are being given lots of 
information ahead of this exciting 
event so our message is simply to 
consider your medication needs 
ahead of Monday. 

“We’d also like to echo the 
advice to plan your journey ahead 
of the day as road closures may 
affect access to your local GP sur¬ 
gery and pharmacy.” 

lohn Curry, vice chairman of 
Cycle Harlow and secretary of 
Stort Valley CTC, said: “This is an 
opportunity of a lifetime to see 
the world’s biggest free-to-view 
sport. 

“We will be riding from the Hub 
& Spoke cycle centre in Bush Fair 
and anyone with a bicycle who is 
comfortable riding on the high¬ 
way is welcome to join us - the 
more the merrier. 

“It’s a huge event right outside 
our doors. We will get the group to 
a good location where we can 
watch the cyclists zoom past at 30 
miles an hour and then we’ll go to 
a pub to watch the rest.”

THIS week the Alzheimer's Society 
launched its Right to Know campaign 
to ensure nobody in the east of England 
is denied access to information and 
support following a dementia 
diagnosis. 

There are currently more than 800,000 
people in the UK with dementia and 
about 1,000 Harlow residents are living 
with the condition. 

Two years ago Prime Minister David 
Cameron set a national challenge to 
make communities more dementia 
friendly, increase public understanding 
of the condition, address the quality of 
care provided to sufferers and give a 
boost to research to find a cure. 

The Right to Know campaign has been 
launched to voice the concerns of 
people affected by dementia. A poll of 
people with dementia, carers and 
people with a family 
member of friend with the 
condition found that 97 per 
cent of respondents agreed 
the Government should be 
doing more to support 
people who have been 
diagnosed. 

There are many types of 
dementia and all types are 
progressive, symptoms 
include memory loss, 
difficulties with thinking, 
problem solving or 
language. 

Dementia is often seen as 
a condition affecting the 
older generation but for 
couples like Roger Barnacle 
and his wife Donna, of 
Berecroft, Harlow, this is 
not always the case. 

Roger suffered from lapses 
of memories for three years 
before he was diagnosed 
with dementia in September 
last year. He is 54. 

Donna, 67, is now his main 
carer. 

“Everyone seems to be 
over 70,” she said, “but it 
doesn’t just affect older 
people. Roger is 54 and I 
have found that there isn’t 
as much available for him 
because of his age. 

“I thought it was 
something that affected an 
older person. I never dreamt 
that someone with his age 
could be affected. 

“He has only been diagnosed since 
September but he had some kind of memory 
loss for three years before that.” 

The couple attend memory classes together 
and Donna also attends a carers meeting. “I 
don’t know what we would do without the 
memory classes,” she said. “There are not 
many younger people there but it’s a great 
group.” 

At first Roger found it hard to adjust but 
with the help of the memory club the couple, 
who have been married five years, are 
coming to terms with the situation. 

“We speak to who we can, go to where we 
can, we try whatever is on offer and I think 
that’s important. People caring for people 
with dementia should let them try what they 
want and see what they are comfortable with. 

“I do wish there was a club for my husband’s 
age group. Roger wants to do things and he 
cannot, but an older person may look at it 
differently. 

“Dementia can affect anyone. My worries at 
first were handling it the right way and at 
first I wasn’t on the ball, but now I am getting 
it.” 

She added: “I also think it’s important that 
people talk about dementia. The biggest issue 
is that people don’t understand. It’s 
important to make someone with dementia 
feel comfortable and treat them like you 
would treat any other person. Treat them like 
human beings. 

“There is not enough awareness about 
dementia and the fact younger people are 
being affected by it.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon works closely 
with the local branch of the Alzheimer’s 
Society and is a vociferous supporter of its

“As part of the Prime Minister’s wish to have 
dementia-friendly communities, the Harlow 
Alzheimer’s Society has been working hard to 
make this happen here,” he said. 

“I helped to set up the initial meetings with 
stakeholders from all sections of our 
community and I also wrote to relevant 
community individuals asking them to 
support our desire to make Harlow a 
dementia friendly town.

However, we cannot 
escape the lack of support following a 
diagnosis which leaves vulnerable people 
adrift. 

“People living with dementia tell us that 
with the right support they can live well and 
Alzheimer’s Society is here to support them, 
but a bold commitment is also needed to 
reach all those in need. 

“We are urging the Government to ensure 
every person with dementia has access to a 
named contact - a dementia advisor or 
equivalent - who can help them come to 
terms with the diagnosis and help them find 
the support they need to live their life.”

Murder victim will 
be named in report 

after family’s plea 


THE family of young mum-to-be Eystna 
Blunnie, who was killed by her boyfriend in a 
brutal attack, have won their fight to have her 
named in an official report on the second anni¬ 
versary of her death. 

Miss Blunnie’s family, supported by Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon, had asked that the findings 
of a domestic homicide review - which is carried 
out by community safety partnerships to ensure 
agencies are responding appropriately to vic¬ 
tims of domestic violence - to name Miss 
Blunnie and her unborn daughter Rose. 

Names of the victims in domestic homicide 
reviews are usually excluded from reports to 
protect the identities of those involved. Only the 
names of the chairman and members of the 
review panel are included. 

However, Mr Halfon has now received a letter 
from the Home Secretary, Theresa May, stating 
that the anonymity clause will not be applied in 
the case of Miss Blunnie and Rose when the 
review is published. 

She said the decision had been taken after 
“careful consideration of the unusual and 
exceptional circumstances of the case”. 

Miss Blunnie was killed by her partner Tony 
McLernon in 2012, who was jailed for life with a 
recommendation that he stays behind bars for 
at least 27 years. 

Mr Halfon, who raised the issue in the House 
of Commons, said: “I had a meeting after the 
debate in regards to having Eystna and her baby 
Rose named in the review.

“I was sent a letter saying they could not do 
anything because of legal reasons but I had a 
meeting with the Home Secretary and received 
the letter from Mrs May saying they have recon¬ 
sidered their decision. 

“Eystna’s family wanted her and her baby to be 
named and I think it is important that they are. 
It brings some comfort to a very hard situation.” 

In her letter to Mr Halfon, the Home Secretary 
said: “I was truly moved by the circumstances 
of this case and I would like to extend my sym¬ 
pathy to the family of Eystna and Rose. 

“After careful consideration 
of the unusual and excep¬ 
tional circumstances of 
this case, particularly 
Eystna’s family’s heartfelt 
plea, I have decided to 
authorise the publication 
of this report using the 
real names of both vic¬ 
tims”. 

Her letter continued: “I 
hope that this decision 


will go some way 
towards providing 
closure to Eystna 
and Rose’s family.”

RESPONSE times and the care 
of patients who have suffered a 
stroke or heart attack are 
among key areas identified for 
the region’s ambulance ser¬ 
vice over the next 12 months.

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SCIENTISTS studying the poo of cavemen 
say that our prehistoric ancestors ate far 
more fruit and vegetables than had been 
thought. 

Researchers examined ancient specimens 
of poo, from people who lived in part of 
southern Spain 50,000 years ago. They found 
that while all the samples contained traces of 
meat, two showed signs of plant matter, 


suggesting they ate their veg too. 

The study’s authors say the results will help 
us understand how humans have come to 
dominate the planet. 

By doing detailed tests on the ancient poo, 
the team found that while meat was the main 
part of Neanderthals’ diet, they may have also 
consumed a fairly regular portion of plants, 
such as tubers, berries and nuts.

Choir ready for ‘performance of a lifetime’ 



HARLOW Chorus is gearing up for the 
performance of a lifetime on Sunday, 

July 13 - the final day of the 2014 Thax- 
ted Festival. 

Handel's Israel in Egypt, often called 
'the other Messiah', is a theatrical telling 
of the Exodus story starting with the op¬ 
pressed Israelites under the thumb of the 
Egyptian Pharaoh and ending with their 
liberation after Moses parts the waters 
of the Red Sea. 

Five soloists and the excellent 
Brandenburg Sinfonia help tell the story 
but the real star of this show is the 
choir who sing of the various plagues 
sent down upon Egypt - rivers turn 
into blood, followed by frogs, flies, lice, 
locusts, hailstones, darkness and the 
smiting of Egypt's firstborns. 

The second half is really an extended 
gloat by the Israelites over the fate of 
their former captors, but it is a glorious 
gloat. The first and last choruses both 
launch into an exultant shout of joy 
that 'the horse and his rider hath He 
thrown into the sea', choir and orchestra 


galloping furiously to a denouement. In 
between come a succession of choruses 
and arias that rehearse again, in some 
graphic detail, the miserable demise of 
the Egyptians and the panache with 
which God executed it. 

Some may feel that this is a trifle 
unsporting but Handel, needing to find 


favour with his public 
and with aristocratic 
and royal sponsors, 
knew what buttons to 
press. Britain was on the 
brink of war with Spain 
and Handel unasham¬ 
edly drew a connection 
between the Israelites 
- "God's elect" - and 
the British of the late 
eighteenth century, 
whose monarch was 
allegedly appointed by 
God, and whose army 
and navy were capable 
of lethal, ruthless and 
unassailable power.

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Community spirit 
- from gardens 



AS towns increase in size and green space continues 
to come at a premium, urban community gardens are 
springing up to allow people in busy, often deprived 
areas, some space to recharge their batteries. 

Many companies now see the need to support local 
green initiatives - Waitrose, Berkeley Homes and 
Boursin are just a few of the names to have supported 
community gardening projects and relevant charities. 

Fragrance brand Jo Malone London is also a big 
supporter of community gardens and is currently 
working with charities to help marginalised 
communities in key cities build and maintain beautiful, 
scented gardens. 

It initially collaborated with the UK charity Thrive, 
which uses gardening to help those living with physical 
disability and mental ill health, to create an Old English 
Garden in London's Battersea Park in 2012, and has 
recently added a herb garden to the magnificent 
Redhall Walled Garden in Edinburgh, working with the 
Scottish Association for Mental Health. 

The company is also working with Rotunda, a 
community centre in poverty-stricken Kirkdale, 
Liverpool, to create the Kirkdale Country Garden, 
which has just opened. 

"Our gardens are created to be therapeutic in the 
short term and life-changing in the long term," says 
Rachel Baker, general manager of Jo Malone London. 

The Kirkdale garden will be an educational project as 
well as a place for recreation. Community members will 
be encouraged to take entry-level horticultural courses 
as a pathway to employment and self-sufficiency. 

So how can everyday gardeners replicate some of 
the magic of Redhall and Kirkdale Country Garden, 
bringing an air of peace and tranquility to their own 
green space? 

Garden designer Andy Thomson of BCA Landscape, 
which has helped create the Liverpool garden, explains: 
"Generally it can help to keep things simple, don't 
make your garden too busy and over-complicate

things. Find a quiet spot where you like to sit, perhaps 
at the end of the garden or in dappled shade. Then 
have a look around and see what is in your eyeline, 
what you can hear and what you can smell. If things 
are too busy then it probably won't be very conducive 
to creating an air of calm. 

"Once you have picked your favourite spot in the 
garden, away from the make-shift football pitch and 
trampoline, you can then start to think about how to 
adapt the design of the space to best suit your needs. 

"A comfy chair or seat is a must - either fixed or 
moveable if you're chasing the sun/ 
shade through the day. A scented 
climber to screen and soften an 
unsightly fence perhaps? We used 
jasmine officinale with Rosa 'Rambling 
Rector' or Rosa 'Gloire de Dijon'. 

"In The Kirkdale Country Garden we 
are climbing these up hop poles and 
across wires above the harvest table to 
provide extra height and interest. Low- 
growing scented plants such as Thymus 
'Purple Beauty' and Salvia officinalis 
[garden sage] are great as low-growing 
clump-forming plants with lovely scent 
on the edge of your border near a path 
or seat." 

If you need a project for your mental 
wellbeing, what sort of garden might you choose? 

"Limiting your palette of plants and planting in drifts 
or groups of three or five plants per species can help 
to create a more natural flowing feel," says Thomson. 
"If all the plants have different shaped and coloured 
foliage and flowers it can be over-powering and too 
stimulating for the eye. 

"In any one area, try and pick plants that have a 


limited colour range and if it's calmness you want, 
avoid hot bold stimulating colours. Ornamental grasses 
towards the back of planting beds such as Stipa 
gigantea or Miscanthus sinensis 'Ghana' can create a 
lovely backdrop and foil for perennials." 

Paul Forrest, senior horticultural instructor at Redhall 
and herb expert, says: "Most of the herbs in the garden 
have some kind of effect on physical and mental 


wellbeing. This is another driving factor in our choice of 
plants; chamomile, lemon balm, lavender, valerian and 
fennel to name a few."

COOLING London property 
prices have been all over 
the news recently. 

When online estate 
agency Rightmove 
announced the capital’s 
rapid pace of house price 
growth had slowed in 
June, the press had a 
field day.

WITH the sun finally thinking 
about showing its face, can Audi’s 
drop-top A3 emulate its tin-top 
cousin when it comes to winning 
the hearts, minds and 
chequebooks of prospective 
buyers? 

That’s the plan over the coming 
months, to see if the A3 Cabriolet 
can deliver on the important 
elements of compact hatch 
motoring - easy to drive and 
park, prove frugal at the pumps - 
while adding a ray of sunshine to 
the ownership experience once 
the roof is down. 

The omens are promising: a 
white car with a black fabric roof 
couldn’t offer a more contrasting 
appearance if it tried. If I can’t 
get into the ‘summer groove’ with 
this pearly bright combination, 
there’s no hope for my ambitions 
as a sun worshipper. 

Being a sport specification A3, it 
boasts a slightly lower ride height 
and firmer suspension set up 
than the lower spec SE. I’ve been 
here before with a regular A3 
hatch and this combination is 
better than it sounds. That the 
car’s optional 18-inch wheels 


(default is 17-inch) also don’t 
appear to hamper the ride 
quality is proof that Audi has 
come a long way in recent years 
when it comes to balancing a 
sporty ride with day-to-day 
comfort. 

Lift the car’s fabric lid and, with 
a few exceptions, this car’s like 
the regular three-door A3, so 
forgive the whistle-stop tour in 
favour of focusing on said fabric 
lid. 

One particular benefit of sport 
spec ownership is a three-layer 
roof boasting a greater level of 
insulation over the standard item 


on lesser models. Certainly, with 
the roof up, the cabin ambience 
is suitably refined, although 
nothing short of a metal folding 
roof will come close to a genuine 
tin-top experience, whatever the 
car. 

Of greater importance is the 
usability angle, and it doesn’t get 
any easier than pressing the roof 
switch for 17 seconds and 
watching the top disappear into a 
dedicated space above the car’s 
boot. That you can raise and 
lower the roof at up to 31mph is a 
welcome bonus, although 
installing the (optional) wind 


deflector does render the rear 
seats out of bounds. 

Rear leg space is modest at best, 
though, so it’s no great loss. 

On a more positive refinement 
note, engine choice is Audi’s new 
1.4-litre petrol unit complete 
with ‘Cylinder on Demand’ 
mode. This 140 horsepower unit 
is pleasingly quiet and delivers 
ample urge so long as 
expectations are sensible. 
However, to boost economy and 
reduce emissions, on a light 
throttle two of the four cylinders 
will shut down. 

If it wasn’t for the trip computer 


display alerting you to this ‘twin- 
pot’ running mode you’d struggle 
to notice, although those with 
keen senses will detect a slightly 
off-beat engine resonance. And 
it’s no gimmick; the instant fuel 
economy readout often jumps to 
100-plus mpg around town, with 
the result that early running has 
seen close to 50mpg on a 
30-minute mixed road run. 

If that’s not high-tech enough to 
impress, I’ve also got Audi’s high- 
spec optional infotainment 
system to play with. Aside from 
DAB and Bluetooth, there’s a 
comprehensive sat-nav, high-res 
screen and 4G-ready data 
connection for Google search, 
weather and traffic alerts and the 
inevitable social media 
integration. Plus, you can send 
destinations from Audi’s 
dedicated website direct to the 
car. 

So far, so seamless - and 4G is 
pretty quick. 

Time will tell if the A3’s boot 
proves big enough in every day 
use, while I predict an unhealthy 
relationship with the car’s trip 
computer as I attempt to spend as 
much time as possible in two- 
cylinder mode. Wish me luck.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Meanwhile at Lee Valley Athletics 
Centre in North London, 
Harryman’s club-mate Will 
Marklewrepresented Hertfordshire 
at the South of England regional 
section of the same champion¬ 
ships. 

Competing in the junior men’s 
(U-17) octathlon, day one began in 
blustery conditions but he got away 
to a decent start with a solid 400m, 
clocking 55.07s. 

Marklew, above, followed this up 
with 5.66m in the long jump; one of 
the few jumps not recorded as 
being wind assisted. 


He then threw the discus 29.68m 
to take fourth place and climb the 
standings. 

He won the javelin (51.34m) by 
just over five metres and ended the 
day second. 

Day two began with the 100m 
hurdles and he produced an excel¬ 
lent PB of 15.84m, taking three sec¬ 
onds off of his previous best mark. 

In the high jump he managed 
1.75m and saw two rivals jump 
1.90m. 

He closed the gap a fraction com¬ 
ing second in the shot put (12.41m). 

All of this set up an exciting finish 
in the 1,500m. 

Despite a new PB time of 4:54.04, 
Marklew’s combined score of 4,580 
points was just 20 points adrift of 
second.

Marklew said: “I am really happy 
with my performance but I know 
that I can do better in many of the 
events.

Nine-time New Zealand national 
champion Bunyan told promoter Len 
Silver and team manager John 
Sampford that in a difficult season, 
both for him and the team, he needs to 
focus on his own displays. 

He also felt the Rockets need a more 
inspirational leader at this time, and 
has endorsed the decision to appoint 
Kennett as the new captain. 


The Rye House number one has 
certainly led from the front on his 
return to Hertfordshire this year, most 
recently dropping just one point 
against Glasgow. 

Silver feels that although Bunyan 
had been a good captain, his thoughts 
were to be applauded. 

He said: “Edward will be an 
inspiration to my riders, and I expect a 
new era of success to come with his 
appointment. 

“Nonetheless, I am sad to see Jason 
step down. He has done a fine job 


during difficult times and has my 
appreciation.” 

Jason Garrity has been named as one 
of two meeting reserves for the British 
Grand Prix in Cardiff on Saturday, July 
12 . 

The 20-year-old earned the accolade 
with his stunning performance in the 
British Final at Wolverhampton. 

He finished fifth, beating world 
champion and current GP series 
leader Tai Woffinden in one heat.

Commonwealth hope 
Osagie looks for spark 



HARLOW Athletic Club star 
Andrew Osagie has told the Star 
that he isn’t enjoying his racing at 
the moment, but hopes he can 
peak in time for both the 
Commonwealth Games and 
European Championships. 

Osagie (26) was pushed back into 
third place with a time of one min¬ 
ute 48.37 seconds at the Sainsbury’s 
British Championships in 
Birmingham on Saturday. 

He was hot favourite for the title. 

He was beaten by domestic rival 
and six-time champion Michael 
Rimmer (Liverpool) who won in 
1:48.00. Mukhtar Mohammed 
(Sheffield) 1:48.20 was second. 

“I would have loved to have won 
today - it’s the first race I’ve ever 
lost at the [British Championship] 
trials - but I’ve only ever done 
three, so that’s probably why!” said 
a disappointed Osagie. 

“It was alright, but quite a scrappy 
race. I got caught a couple of times 
down the home straight and lost a 
bit of my rhythm. 

“I have missed quite a bit of train¬ 
ing recently so it was just about 
going out there and having a bit of a 
run out. 

“I’ve just got to stay injury free 
now for the next four or five weeks. 
I’m still on the way up as far as 
training is concerned, the last cou¬ 
ple of weeks have actually been 
alright. 

“But I’ve had to train through a 
few more races this season than I 


would have wanted to - but you 
have to because you’re going on to 
bigger and better things.” 

The former Burnt Mill School 
School student said his main focus 
were the big championships. 

“The big goals for me are the 
Commonwealths and Europeans 
and I aim to do well in them both,” 
he told the Star. 

“I want to get back on my feet and 
start enjoying running again - at 
the moment it’s not much fun. You 
never know how races are going to 

go. 

“I’m in the situation this year 


where I’m hoping it will click [for 
the Commonwealths and 
Europeans] for me, at the moment 
it’s very much up and down.” 

Osagie said he was relishing the 
chance of competing in the 
Commonwealth Games which take 
place in Glasgow at the end of July, 
and hoped the experience of com¬ 
peting in the London 2012 800m 
Olympic Games final would stand 
him in good stead. 

“The Commonwealths have a lot 
of history, it’s going to be a great 
event everyone’s looking forward to 
it - it’s another home Games.” 



Osagie qualified for the final at 
Birmingham after racing through 
the torrential rain on Friday night. 

He took the victory on at the bell 
in the second heat, clocking 1:50.73. 
“It was good, it was just about get¬ 
ting the job done,” he said.

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Cowley’s European mission after 
last 16 spot at British Champs 


GOLFER Gabriella Cowley will turn 
her attention to the European Team 
Championships after narrowly 
missing out on the quarter-finals of 
the British Ladies Amateur Golf 
Championships at Royal St 
George’s in Kent. 

The 18-year-old, who lives in 
Threshers Barn in Harlow, will now 
represent England in the European 
Championships in Slovenia, 
starting next Tuesday. 

She was beaten 3&2 on the 16th 
hole by Holland’s No.19 seed Anne 
Van Dam in the third round (last 
16) of the matchplay format in

Players from across the world, 
including, USA, Australia, Israel, 
India, France, Sweden, Germany 
and Holland competed in the 
tournament. 

Cowley had hoped to emulate her 
achievements at the Portuguese 
Ladies Amateur Championships in 
the spring when she finished as 
runner-up. 

Earlier at St George’s, she had 
won her two previous matches. 



In round one, she defeated 
Sweden’s Emma Henrikson 1 up 
after 18 holes in a very tight match 
on Thursday morning. 

She then defeated Spain’s Luna 
Sobron 3&2 on the 16th hole in 
round two in the afternoon.

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‘How I helped 
Nick KO Nadal’ 



ANDY Murray appointed Amelie 
Mauresmo as his coach, but Rafa 
Nadal conqueror and new Wimbledon 
sensation Nick Kyrgios is managed by 
Harlow-based John Morris, writes 
ALAN SCOTT. 

Aussie Kyrgios secured his best 
result to date when he defeated Nadal 
in a shock last 16 victory on Tuesday 
and was set to meet Milos Raonic in 
the quarter-finals yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

Morris (32), of Ram Gorse, is delight¬ 
ed with the progress the 19-year-old 
antipodean has made under his stew¬ 
ardship. 

However, even he has been amazed 
by his stunning performances at 
Wimbledon, having only earned a 
wildcard for the tournament from the 
All England Club after winning a con¬ 
test at Nottingham last week. 

Morris manages Kyrgios at his GTC 
Academy at Gosling Park, 
Hertfordshire. 

Hailed as a future Grand Slam win¬ 
ner by fellow professionals, Kyrgios 
went into the record books when he 
beat Nadal in four sets. 

He had already broken a record 
when he saved nine match points on 
his way to defeating 13th seed Richard 
Gasquet in the second round. 

He is now undefeated in his last 13 
matches on grass and has already 
earned £336,000 for his exploits. 

Prior to this year Morris would have 
said his best surface was the hard 
court, but such has been his develop¬ 
ment he now believes Kyrgios can play 
equally well on any of the surfaces. 

“He is the hottest thing in men’s ten¬ 
nis at the moment,” beamed Morris. 

Kyrgios, from Canberra, won two 
ATP Challenge events in America ear¬ 
lier this year, becoming the youngest 
ever player to do so, and is rapidly 
making a big name for himself across 
the world. 

“I actually first spotted him at the 
Australian Open in 2010. He was short 
and stocky then. I could not believe 
his hand skills and I kept an eye on 
him and then signed him in time for 
Wimbledon 2012. At that time he was 
only 5ft 10, but now he is 6ft 4 and he 
has slimmed down. 

“He has just progressed. He takes on 
advice really well. He’s very, very pro¬ 
fessional in how he goes about things. 
He just works really hard on and off 
the court.” 

Back in January he lost in five sets in 
the second round of the Australian 
Open to Benoit Paire. 

“It was a big step-up for him and it 
took its toll,” explained Morris. “He 
got the bit between his teeth and has 


worked even harder. He won two ATP 
Challenge Tour matches, winning 
$100,000 in Florida and $80,000 in 
Georgia. 

“Gasquet said [after his defeat to 
Kyrgios] that he always thought Nick 
was a top 10 player and now he believes 
he will be a top five player and will win 
a Grand Slam. 

“It’s a massive feather in our cap [for 
the GTC Academy]. He could be a 
frontrunner in the men’s game for the 
next 10 or 15 years. 

“He can play on all four surfaces. He 
has got a massive serve.” 

Kind-hearted Kyrgios is also donat¬ 
ing £5 for every ace he makes at 
Wimbledon to the Rally for Bally char¬ 
ity set up in memory of Elena Baltacha, 
who died earlier this year. 

Morris also coaches Slovenian Aljaz 
Bedene at the GTC Academy. Bedene 
is applying for British citizenship and 
hopes to represent GB in the Davis 
Cup.
